To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.00)  Dol- 
lars for  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue the  approach  to  the  North  Ashland  Road,  so 
called,  leading  from  the  North  Ashland  Road  in  a 
general  easterly  direction  to  Route  175,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
Chapter  238. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fourteen  Thousand  Nine  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  ($14,950.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose

fires  —  all  result  in  serious  loss  of  property,  disrup- 
tion of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  ex- 
penditure of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your 
community  and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need 
YOUR  thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort  —  The  rules 
are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
avoid  all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  per- 
mit from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  wiien 
the  gi-ound  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Permits 
are  required  for  open  debris  fires,  home  incin- 
erators, outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires. 
Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if 
weather  conditions,  site  and  type  of  burning 
are  safe. 
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3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars, 
cigarettes  and  matches  —  are  completely  out 
before  discarding  them.

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  un- 
collected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delin- 
quent taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over 
current  liabilities)  decreased  by  $1,738.61,  from

MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  9,  1957 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  school  district  of  Hold- 
erness  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  Richard 
L.  Gordon,  at  4:35.  The  Warrant  was  read  by  Mr.  Gor- 
don. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Hollis  Willoughby  that 
article  I  be  acted  upon  as  soon  as  the  polls  were  open, 
and  that  the  balance  of  the  Warrant  be  acted  upon  at 
8  p.  m.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The 
Moderator  declared  the  polls  open  and  to  remain  so 
until  9  p.  m. 

Article  I.  Voters  of  the  district  proceeded  to  cast 
their  ballots  for  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  to 
serve  one  year;  and  one  member  of  the  School  Board 
to  serve  a  term  of  3  years. 

At  8  p.  m.  Mr.  Gordon  again  called  the  meeting 
to  order  for  discussion  of  and  action  upon  the  remain- 
ing articles.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  M.  C.  Stone. 
The  Warrant  was  read  again  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  II.  Mr.  Willoughby  moved  the  district  ap- 
prove article  II.  Mrs.  Gordon  seconded  the  motion  and 
the  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  III.  Mr.  Willoughby  moved  the  district 
accept  the  reports  of  Agents  and  Auditors  printed  in 
the  annual  report.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Wolf.  Mr.  Willoughby  requested  the  reading  of  the 
report  of  the  School  Expansion  Study  Committee  be- 
fore action  was  taken  on  this  article.  Said  report  was 
read  by  the  Clerk  and  was  accepted.  The  motion  to 
approve  Article  III  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

By  unanimous  vote,  the  district  approved  a  mo- 
tion to  allow  Mr.  Martin  Heffernan,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
and  Mr.  Robert  McGlone,  Principal,  to  speak  at  any 
time  during  the  meeting. 


Article  IV.  The  following  motion  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Galley  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Wolf.  I  move  that 
the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$35,000  (thirty-five  thousand  dollars)  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  additional  classrooms  to  the  present 
Holderness  central  school,  including  cost  of  architect's 
fee,  and  in  order  to  provide  such  funds,  to  authorize 
the  school  board  to  borrow  the  amount  voted  and  to 
issue  serial  notes  or  bonds,  in  the  name  and  on  the 
credit  of  the  scliool  district,  and  to  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  payment,  the  rate  of  interest,  terms,  maturi- 
ties, and  provide  for  the  sale  thereof,  all  in  accordance 
with  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated 
Chapter  33  as  amended  by  Chapter  329  of  the  Laws  of 
1955,  known  as  the  "Municipal  Finance  Act,"  and  any 
other,  amendments  applicable  thereto. 

A  question  about  the  plumbing  and  heating  of  the 
addition  was  answered  satisfactorily  and  the  district 
proceeded  to  vote  on  the  motion  by  ballot.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  voting  the  Moderator  appointed  Mrs. 
Edith  Plant  and  Mr.  Carlton  Eisner  ballot  clerks.  105 
votes  were  cast  —  63  in  the  affirmative  and  42  nega- 
tive. Since  the  motion  did  not  receive  a  2/3  majority 
of  votes  in  the  affirmative,  it  was  defeated. 

Mrs.  Whitman  commended  the  work  of  the  School 
Expansion  Study  Committee  and  moved  it  be  contin- 
ued for  one  more  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

Article  V.  Since  article  IV  had  been  voted  in 
the  negative,  Mr.  Whitman  moved  to  dismiss  Article 
V.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  VI.  Mr.  Willoughby  made  the  following 
motion  which  was  seconded. 

I  move  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $75,058.99  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
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selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised 
by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Mr.  Whitman  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Willoughby's 
motion  so  the  budget  could  be  taken  up  item  by  item. 
The  motion  was  seconded,  and  voted  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Lyle  Thompson  moved  to  reconsider  Mr.  Whit- 
man's motion  to  take  up  the  budget  item  hy  item.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  a  vote  of  56  to  37. 

Each  item  in  the  budget  was  then  voted  upon  in 
order  and  was  approved  as  printed  in  the  Warrant 
with  the  following  exceptions;  Under  Debt  and  In- 
terest in  the  Budget,  Principal  of  Debt  was  amended 
to  read  $6,000  _and  Interest  on  Debt  was  amended  to 
read  $1,936.  These  changes,  necessitated  by  the  defeat 
of  the  motion  to  build  an  addition  to  the  school,  re- 
duced the  total  budget  to  $71,480.24. 

Article  VII.  Mrs.  Galley  made  the  following  mo- 
tion which  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

I  move  the  District  authorize  the  school  board  to 
choose  Agents  and  Auditors  as  required. 

Article  VIII.  Mrs.  Ayer  made  the  following  motion 
which  was  carried. 

I  move  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on 
behalf  of  the  district,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or 
United  States. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  except  for  the  counting  of  the  ballots.  The 
Moderator  declared  the  polls  closed  and  the  clerk  pro- 
ceeded to  count  the  ballots  with  the  following  results:

P.  M.  and  will  close  at  9  P.  M.  Discussion  of  the  war- 
rant articles  will  begin  at  8  P.  M.) 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk,  and 
a  Treasurer  to  serve  one  year;  and  one  member  of  the 
School  Board  to  serve  a  term  of  three  years. 

2.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mitties,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $37,500  (thirty-seven

United  States.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
and  Citizens  of  Holderness: 

I  herein  present  my  third  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  Supervisory  Union  No.  2  which  includes 
the  Holderness  Central  School. 

The  ability  to  place  satellites  in  outer  space  has 
aroused  deep  concern  in  regards  to  education  during 
the  past  year.  The  public  is  becoming  fully  aware 
that  the  future  of  nations  rests  in  considerable  meas- 
ure upon  progress  in  science  and  technology.  There  is 
widespread  agreement  that  improved  chances  to  learn 
must  be  opened  to  those  minds  which  are  capable  of 
scientific  excellence. 

Scientific  education  is  not  the  only  need  of  Amer- 
ica today.  Fully  as  important  as  progress  in  science  is 
the  promotion  of  American  Democracy  and  the  preser- 
vation of  peace.

In  view  of  the  increase  in  State  Building  Aid,  it 
is  the  hope  of  the  board,  teaching  staff  and  many  of 
the  parents  that  the  voters  will  see  fit  to  vote  to  add 
two  rooms  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  and  per- 
mit better  use  of  the  present  plant.

I  herewith  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  as 
principal  of  Holderness  Central  School. 

The  school  opened  on  September  5th.  Mr.  Law- 
rence Hart  of  Meredith  replaced  Mr.  Kelvin  Dalton  as 
the  7th  &  8th  gi-ade  teacher  and  Miss  Margaret 
Thomas  of  Concord  joined  the  staff  as  the  1st  grade 
teacher.  The  music  supervisor  this  year  has  been  Miss 
McCuin  of  Meredith.  Mrs.  Salmon,  who  started  last 
year  with  us,  left  in  early  Spring  and  Mrs.  Finley 
succeeded  her  temporarily  until  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wil- 
kins  arrived  to  finish  the  year. 

The  7th  and  8th  grades  are  still  operating  under 
departmentalized  system  along  with  the  5th  and  6th 
grades.

Total  number  of  school  days  scheduled  in  above 
calendar  is  183.  This  permits  3  days  for  bad  weather 
or  other  reasons.  Any  days  missed  in  excess  of  this 
will  be  made  up  by  lengthening  the  school  term  after 
June  18,  using  part  of  a  vacation  or  holding  session 
on  a  Saturday. 
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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


The  School  Health  Program  included  the  usual 
vision  tests  with  the  Good-Lite  machine,  the  hearing 
tests  with  the  Maico  Audiometer,  measurements  of 
heights  and  weights  and  frequent  inspections  of  each 
child.  All  defects  were  recorded,  parents  notiliod  and 
corrections  made. 

The  Polio  Salk  vaccine  clinics  were  completed  in 
the  Spring  of  1957.  My  records  show  the  following: 

113  children  have  completed  3  shots 

5  children  have  completed  2  shots 

This  shows  wonderful  cooperation  of  the  parents 
with  the  program  and  our  children  have  received  the 
best  known  protection  against  the  dread  disease,  po- 
liomyelitis. 

Only  5  children  came  to  the  pre-school  visiting 
day  in  May.  This  day  is  to  acquaint  the  children  and 
parents  with  school  activities  and  for  the  nurse  to  re- 
cord each  child's  height,  weight,  vision  and  past  health 
histories.  We  w^ere  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Madeline 
Given,  Dental  Hygienist  from  the  State  Department  of 
health  present  to  talk  with  the  children  about  tho  care 
of  their  teeth.  Each  child  was  given  a  tooth  brush  to 
take  home. 

In  September,  the  State  Dental  equipment  and 
supplies  were  moved  to  the  school  to  provide  a  dental 
cleansing  and  applications  of  sodium  fluoride  to  the 
children's  teeth.  This  program  was  sponsored  by  the  P. 
T.  A.  Mrs.  Herberta  Stark,  Dental  Hygienist,  of  i\Ier- 
edith  operated  this  service. 

The  P.  T.  A.  should  be  credited  with  many  ac- 
complishments towards  improving  the  children's 
health.  This  organization  donated  the  Vitamin  pills 
and  sponsored  a  dental  clinic.  Many  thanks  to  Doris 
Thompson,  R.  N.,  for  her  part  in  this  dental  care.
